R. MACMILLAN HAS BEGUN 
his leadership in Britain with 
a grave and significant decision. The 
reserve forces of navy, army anu 
air force are being cut down to save 
money and counteract, to some ex- 
tent, the economic consequences of 
the Suez debacle. But it seems cer- 
tain that thése small savings are 
only the beginning of a larger pro- 
cess. They would hardly be worth 
while otherwise. 

Apparently Mr. Macmillan, hav- 
ing studied the British economy as 
chancellor of the exchequer, takes 
a hard and realistic view of its 
‘dangers. 

According to the-British press,-he 
supported the Suez intervention at 
the beginning but insisted on a 
cease-fire when he realized that the 
closing of the canal would confront 
Britain’ with an oil shortage and a 
serious foreign exchange problem. 

While Britain has been able to 
secure about 75 per cent of its 
normal oil supplies, and its -im- 
mediate exchange problem has been 
solved. by...loans. frorn. the .Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and the Ex- 
port-Import Bank, nevertheless the 
whole structure of British industry 
has been shaken by recent events 

It is in the light of these events 
and of still larger considerations that 
Mr. Macmillan is’ now cutting down 
the nation’s military expenditures 
He wishes to save materials and 
manpower. desperately needed in the 
civilian economy. His next move is 
expected to be some reduction in 
Britain’s forees in Germany, unless 
the West German Government will 
agree to pay a large part of their 
cost. Other economies in the armed 
forces seem likely. 

Apart from these immediate fi- 
nancial calculations the new British 
Government has to consider a na- 
tional situation drastically altered by 
the unprofitable adventure in Suez 

Mr. Macmillan and the men 
around him have been bitterly dis- 
illusioned by the refusal of the 
United States to back their armed 
intervention. They are also dis- 
illusioned with the United Nations 
Consequently their future calcula- 
tions seem tobe based on- two 
premises.

Now the United 
States is itself suppressing informa- 
tion and condemning Americans who 
try to provide essential information 
to the American people, For what 
could be more essential at this time 
than information about actual con- 
ditions in China? 


The Curtain Falls 


RTURO TOSCANINI, THE 
Italian poor boy who became a 
legend in the musical world; -has 
bowed to the nal curtain call. 
Wherever hearts rise to the mag- 
nificence of the symphony, there will 
be a touch of sadness today at the 
passing of A yreat’ artist. nr 
To. Toscanini. the symphony 
orchestra was a magnificent instru- 
ment. He had mastered it as. few 
others of his craft. From it he drew 
the full power and vitality it pos- 
sessed. His stamp of excellence was 
clearly apparent in the performance 


First, “Britain in its new circum- 
stances, simply cannot longer afford 
to maintain all the’ international 
commitments and expensive appa- 
ratus of power throughout the world 
which it could afford ® happier 
times.

Secondly, British policy must be 
re-oriented toward Europe. Mr. Mac- 
millan and his new chancellor of the 
éxchequer, Mr. Thorneycroft, are 
the leading British advocates of the 
proposed European free-trade zone. 
While its“ primary purpose is” eco- 
nomic—to-develop a vast European 
market-for British goods—it has deep 
political undertones. It represents a 
turning away from dependence on 
American power to stronger associa- 
tions with the western European 
nations. . 

Of course no one knows better 
than. Mr. Macmillan that this re- | 
orientation will take time and even | 


if it ts achieved in-ecenomie terms it + 


can never alter Britain's need of | 
American support, both political and 
economic. Though temporarily dam- 
aged, friendship with the United 
States remains, as it must, the chief 
pillar of British foreign policy, just 
as the strength of Britain is essential 
to American policy 

Hence the first ceremonial act of 
the American Government after Mr 
Macmillan’s arrival: in Downing 
Street is a typical letter from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to his old friend 
“Harold,” wishing him well. Mr 
Macmillan replies to his “Dear 
Friend” in a graceful gesture of 
reconciliation 

In a formal sense at least and, it 
is to be hoped, in a practical sense, | 
the Suez quarrel appears to be over 
But even if it leaves no permanent 
scars on an historic friendship it} 
certainly leaves Britain with pro- 
found problems and _ diminished 
power. Seldom has a new prime mini- 
ster come to office with graver diffi- 
culties than those now facing Mr. 
Macmillan. In this heavy weather his 
first order is to shorten sail. His 
next. orders will be awaited with 
anxiety throughout the free world.

VEN a few short, transitional days. in 
this lovely city have provided the 
answer to at least one major question.

But the real state of affairs at the end

At 
one point in the usual row about the com- 
munique, French Foreign Minister Chris 
tian Pineau wished to support the Dulles’ 
view. His way of doing so was to an 
ounce’ sardonically: 

“I must confess that this is one of the 
rare occasions when I find myself in 
agreement with the secretary of state.” 

The mood that this anecdote reveals is

and temperaments. Some are affectionate

I was just reading of work done in 1944 
by Frederick C. Thorne, who bred an 
unusually shy and unfriendly Bassett bitch 
to four males of different breeds. Of the 59 
puppies, 43 grew to be unusually shy and un- 
friendly animals. Only 16 could be taught 
to be friendly in their approach to strangers. 
I once bought a- pedigreed Persian cat that 
was so bad-tempered and so inclined to sink 
her claws into my hand that | had to give 
her away to a breeder 

This breeder told me that my cat had in- 
herited her bad temper from her father and 
grandfather They were notorious in cat 
breeding circles 


In 1896 Sir Francis Galton wrote about 
three generations of “lunatic cats." Recently, 
Dr. Roscoe B. Jackson reported the breeding 
of a strain of bad-tempered and quarrelsome 
mice There is a strain of small Siamese 
fish in which the members are always attack 
ing each other. Strains of animals have been 
bred in which many of the individuals suffer 
from convulsions, suggesting epilepsy 

As Galton wrote some 70 years ago, it is 
strange that while we. men and women are 
perfectly willing to study the laws of in- 
heritance of health and disease in animals, 
and willing to accept and use to great ad 
vantage all the facts of observation on 
genetics in animals, many of us balk when 
it comes to facing the mass of facts that 
show that these laws hold good for man also. 
Any interested person can go to a big library 
and find many scientific journals and books 
all filled with facts of observation to prove 
that many of the diseases of Man are 
herited according to the well-known laws, 
worked out during a century of breeding 
plants and animals

The druggist, Miss Mary 
Temple, produce a bundle of 
20 prescriptions made out by 
Adams for Alfred J. Hullett 
between March, 1955, and 
March, 1956 

Adams, . 57-year-old society 
doctor with a rich practice in 
this fashionable resort, has been 
accused by the prosecution of 
killing three of his patients to 
profit from their wills 

He is charged only with mur 
der in the death of 81-year-old 
Mrs. Edith Morrell, a well-to-do 
widow, in November, 1950, but 
the prosecution says he also 
drugged Hullett and Hullett's 
wife, Gertrude, to death 

Mrs. Hullett, 50, died July 23 
last year—.four months after the 
death of her husband 

Miss Temple told the court 
Adams gave her two prescrip 
for dangerous drugs 
morphine and barbiturates 
be sent to the Hullett home 

A stir went around the court 
when Crown Counsel . Melford 
Stevenson told the justices that 
a cheque for £1,000 banked by 
Adams on July 18 last year had 
“disappeared” at the -August

I think a 
system of two-way streets could 
be devised which would be 
practical from a traffic point of 
view, if not perhaps, from an 
engineering standpoint.”

There is not only one Henry 
Moore, but five. including a 
most interesting early work of 
a seated woman, realistic in 
treatment, but with neverthe- 
less the monumental quality of 
his later abstractions. Like Van 
Gogh's early drawings, and 
some of Rembrandt, this study 
is classic and.impersonal. All 
the artist’s talent goes into the 
task of expressing the thing 
seen in terms of its own essen- 
tial and eternal qualities. 


The English mastery of the 
watercolor is, of course, prover- 
bial. Steer handles the soft at- 
mospherics of the landscape, 
Gwen John the profile of a little 
girl, and Stanley Spencer a 
group of modern soldiers with 
the same fluid ease 

As a contrast to this style, 
one can enjoy the sharper vis 
ion of Graham Sutherland or a 
slightly angular nude of Wynd- 
ham Lewis 

The typography exhibit is be- 
ing held over for another week 
so that more children from the 
schools may see it. The British 
exhibit is therefore divided into 
two sections, and gallery visi

Suppose you cooked up iron 
with a soft metal called cerium.
